He pays high tribute, 
not only to the thousands of civilians 
who gave ungrudging' service to 
making the plan a success, but also 
to the high patriotism of the Amer- 
ican people as a whole. 

“At the President’s call,’’ he says, 
“all ranks of the nation, reluctantly 
entering the war, nevertheless in- 
stantly responded to the first call of 
the nation with a vigorous and un- 
selfish co-operation that submerged 
all individual interest in a single en- 
deavor toward the consummation of 
the national task. I take it that no 
great national project was ever at- 
tempted with so complete a reliance

Analysis of First Draft. 

Analyzing the first draft, Gen. 
Crowder shows that 9,586,508 men 
between the ages of 21 and 31 years 
egistered themselves. Up to late in 
December only 5870 arrests had been 
made of those who had sought to 
evade registration and of that num- 
ber 2263 were released after having 
registered, and there remain only 
2095 cases to be prosecuted. The 
report declares that in the nial 
analysis of the records it will be 
shown that only 0.00026 per cent of 
the men within draft age evaded 
registration. 

“50,000 Real Slackers.” 

Fifty thousand real slackers in the 
United States, is the Provost Mar- 
shal-General’s estimate in his report. 
That calculation supposes that 10 
men in each registration district have 


caught. While a few more than 
250,000 of the more than 3,000,000 
registered men failed to appear when 
called for examination, Gen. Crow- 
der estimates that 85,000 of them 
have gone into military service with- 
out notifying local boards. 

“This leaves more than 150,000 
to be accounted for,” says the Pro- 
vost Marshal-General. “Were they 
all slackers?” 

Gen. Crowder answers his own 
question by estimating that they 
probably are not real slackers, be- 
cause 100,000 probably are aliens. 
This, he estimates, leaves about 50,- 
£00 real slackers to be accounted for.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, in a letter written at Oys- 
ter Bay yesterday to Republican Na- 
tional Chairman Wilcox, said:
